The Company shall at its own cost within one year from the date of transfer of 
the land to the Company construct and complete on the said land Labour lines for the 
accommodation of fifty workmen and a school house suitable for the needs of the children 
of the labourers employed in and in connection with the Cotton Mills the property of 
the Company which said school house shall have a suitable playground thereto attached 
sufficient and proper in every way for the requirements of such children.
